Archbishop John J. 
Kain, of*St. 
Louis, was also present, and in his 
honor a reception was given on S a t­ 
urday night, Oct. 3d, at which all 
; of the visiting clergy and 
many 
others were in attendance. 
In concluding his remarks, his 
grace, the archbishop, referred in­ 
cidentally to the capital removal 
question, 
and 
jestingly 
remarked 
that if a poll was taken of the as 


sembled 
audience he supposed it 
would be a unanimous vote, Father 
Dickm an excepted, in favor of the 
capital remaining at Jefferson City. 
T h e utterance was nothing more 
than 
might 
have 
been 
expected 
from any visitor in Jefferson City, 
under similar 
circumstances, 
and 
Rev. 
Fr. 
Dickman 
laughed 
as 
heartily as did his colaborers at the 
archbishop’s remarks. 


A FALSE STATEMENT. 
Imagine Fr. D ickm an’s surprise, 
however, when he received a copy 
of the Church P-ogress, 
a Catholic 
paper published in St. Louis, of date 
O cto b er lo, in which the following 
was the concluding paragraph in a 
letter describing the jubilee cele­ 
bration and the reception to Arch 
bishop Kain:

In your last issue, in 
two places, in the Jefferson City 
correspondence and also in an ed 
itorial note, words have been attrib­ 
uted to his grace,

of St. Louis, about the capital re 
moval from Jefferson City to Seda 
lia, which the archbishop never ut 
tered. 
In the correspondence of Jeffer­ 
son City, his grace is made to sav 
that 
the 
removal 
of 
the capital 
would be an unwarrantable expense, 
which would finally fall upon the 
taxpayers; and in the editorial note 
It 
is 
again stated in 
connection 
with the archbishop’s name that the 
capital removal 
would 
involve a 
large 
amount 
of useless 
expense 
of all 
the 
taxpayers and citizens 
of 
the 
state. 
Knowing 
that 
his 
grace’s words spoken in Jefferson 
City did not in any way express 
the above statements, I drew his at­ 
tention to the fact 
in a 
letter to 
which the archbishop kindly sent 
me 
the 
following 
answer, 
here 
enclosed, 
and 
which 
I 
ask you 
to 
publish 
here 
in 
order 
to make the “ amende honorable.” 
As to the statement contained in 
your paper that the expenses of the 
removal of the capital from Jeffer 
son City to Sedalia would fall upon 
the citizens and taxpayers of the 
state, allow me to say that the capi 
tal removal amendment, which will 
be voted upon at the next election, 
November 3d, is expressly, 
clearly 
and purposely so framed and word 
ed, that no citizen or taxpayer of 
the state, outside of Pettis county, 
can possibly be asked or taxed one 
'•ent of expense for the removal of 
the capital. 
T o prove this, 
allow 
me to quote the concluding words 
of 
the 
“ capital 
removal amend­ 
ment: ” 
“ T he state shall in no manner 
become liable for, nor shall it pay 
any part whatever of the cost of 
the new buildings herein provided 
for, and the county before men 
tioned (Pettis) shall pay the entire 
cost of moving the records and per 
sonal property of the state to the 
new public buildings, so that the 
slate shall be at no expense what­ 
ever in the change of the seat of 
government ”

New Variation o f ths Bull Fight in 
Southern France.

Odd 
Form s 
o f Money That Have 
Been in Circulation. 
Eggs aro abou t the oddest form of 
cu rrency . 
Tschu di, a sober and 
painstaking Teu ton, whose ev idence 
is not to be qu estioned, declares that 
he fou nd hens' eggs the only money 
throu ghou t the prov ince of Janja, in 
Peru ; that wou ld be some 50 y ears 
ago. 
The people transmitted them 
by thou sands 
to 
the prov incial 
and made their pu rchases 
therewith at the rate of 40 or 50 to 
the dollar. 
We are to u nderstand 
that the cou ntry people had little 
u se for cash among themselv es. 
In 
Manchu ria brick-tea and floss-silk 
represent money ; bu t the latter is 
going ou t of fashion. 
The u su al 
brick of tea, ten inches by eight 
inches, 
one and 
one-half inches 
thick, is eq u iv alent in trade with 
Ru ssians to GO kopecs (18 pence). It 
is div ided 
to make any change 
necessary . 
Ru ssian merchants hav e 
tried to introdu ce a paper cu rrency , 
the notes representing 6 0 kopecs 
and parts thereof, bu t Tartars reject 
them. 
When a brick gets discred­ 
ited, that is, too mu ch 
worn by 
long circu lation, it is consigned to 
the teapot. 
Sev eral old trav elers 
assu re u s that cats’ ey es were em­ 
ploy ed in the great Indian kingdom 
of 
Vijianager; 
elsewhere 
iron 
worked into the form of 
large 
needles, cakes of salt, or again, say s 
Nicolo Conti, cards inscribed with 
the name of the king. 
The Aby ssin- 
ians also still u se cakes of salt in 
remote districts. 
Variou s negro 
tribes hav e a cu rrency of iron hoes. 
Nongu a shells were the money of the 
Indians in British Colu mbia, one 
string representing the v alu e of one 
beav er. 
In Au stralia rou gh slabs of 
freestone, 
to be fashioned 
into 
hatchets, represented cash. 
The 
men who hawked these slabs from 
tribe to tribe were sacred, passing 
u nharmed throu gh all the districts, 
ev en those at war. 
Marco Polo 
reckoned 
bank-notes 
among the 
oddest su bstitu tes for money ; his 
accou nt of the notes issu ed by Ku b- 
lai Kahn and his reflections on the 
sy stem are pecu liarly delightfu l. He 
tells of people in the great prov ince 
of Thibet who u sed coral; bu t we 
mu st ask where they got it. 
Had 
he said tu rqu oise, it wou ld hav e 
been qu ite intelligible, 
for 
the 
Thibetans still employ that stone at 
need. 
Elsewhere, Marco speaks cf 
“sprigs of gold” and “porcelain.” In 
the latter case also an error may be 
su spected. 
Ou r word is adapted 
from the 
Portu gu ese, 
signify ing 
‘hog’s back,” their name for the

ing 011 the u nfortu nate beast. A hot 
encou nter ensu ed. 
While the bu ll 
drov e its horns into its adv ersary ’s 
side, the bear, erect on its hind legs, 
bit it in the neck and ears with su ch 
effect as completely to intimidate its 
opponent, which slu nk away u ntil it 
was pricked on by the toreador, 
when it retu rned to the charge, only 
to be beaten off again. 
Two other 
bu lls were afterwards su ccessiv ely 
sent into action with a like resu lt, 
bu t the life of the v ictoriou s bear 
was not to be spared, and it was 
dispatched in the presence of a noisy 
crowd with two shots fired by the 
professional tamer who had sold it 


cowry -shell; 
becoming acqu ainted 
with the Chinese manu factu re, they 
applied the same word to it, from 
the great resemblance to a cowry . 
The translator of Marco’s work—no 
copy of the original has been re­ 
ported—confu sed the two meanings, 
dou btless; at least we v entu re the 
su ggestion. Ex cepting regu lar coin­ 
age, no “circu lating mediu m” has a 
v ogu e to compare with that of the 
cowry . 
Perhaps it wou ld not be in­ 
ex act to say that ev ery people in 
whoso territory the shell ex ists once 
u sed it for cash.

v ery strange, opposed to common 
sense and political economy , when 
we hear that the su pply is u nlimited. 
Ov er thou sands of miles of coast a 
man can gather a sackfu l in an hou r. 
Bu t the fact is indispu table, how­ 
ev er, it may be ex plained. 
The 
v alu e 
flu ctu ates 
enormou sly , 
of 
cou rse, ov er su ch an immense area, 
bu t in a v ery rou gh way , we believ e, 
African traders u sed to estimate a 
thou sand cowries at a 
shilling. 
Anglo-Indian traders had no need to 
make a reckoning, probably , for the 
shell, thou gh v ery largely cu rrent 
among nativ es, nev er entered into 
their transactions. 
Mu ngo Park 
cou nted 250 cowries to the shilling 
in his day and in the cou ntries where 
he trav eled. 
Bu t the “bar” tv as

If an energetic new­ 
comer tried to pu sh bu siness by of­ 
fering more ru m or tobacco to the 
“bar,” be was regarded with su s­ 
picion; no old hand v entu red to of­ 
fer less. 
In all parts of Borneo, 
probably , one may still hear prices 
reckoned in brass gu ns—that is, 
cannon; bu t a man who has trans­ 
actions of that importance will in­ 
stantly translate the su m into dol­ 
lars at the present time.

The Cathedral of Seville. 


W e knew already how impressiv e 
the cathedral cou ld be at ordinary 
time*. 
Withou t, in rose-color beau - 
ty , the Giralda soars abov e it; wide 
stops giv e to the Moorish walls of 
its cou rt the height and dignity 
which we had missed in Cordov a’s 
mosqu e; and the cou rt itself, the 
Cou rt of Oranges, has all the pic- 
tu resqu oness 
that 
little tu mble­ 
down hou ses actu ally bu ilt into the 
cathedral, 
and 
chance balconies, 
where women lou nge among the 
flowers, and chance windows behind 
grilles, and a central fou ntain, and 
a few low, fru it-bearing trees, and 
posing beggars in admirably com 
posed rags, can produ ce. 
Within, 
scaffolding and workmen in the com­ 
pletely bloeked-u p nav e, which will 
take y ears in the repairing, cou ld 
not altogether destroy , in ou r ey es, 
the grandeu r and solemnity of the 
v ast proportions, great golden grilles 
looming u p before u s u nex pectedly 
in what Delacroix calls the cathedral s 
“magnificent 
obscu rity ,” 
chapels 
opening on ev ery side, bu t only the 
glitter of a jewel in a Virgin’s crown, 
or the glow of the gold in a Christ’s 
drapery , to show where the altar 
stood in the comforting gloom. One 
is apt to credit the Moor with ev ery ­ 
thing that is good in sou thern Spain. 
Bu t if it was he who planned the 
cou rt withou t, and raised its high 
wall, it was the Christian Spaniard 
who bu ilt this most solemn and 
beau tifu l of all earthly temples.—
